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without inconvenience. The Messiah and Israel in Egypt, \ 
will be the two oratorios presented on the Monday and 
Friday ; and the middle day (Wednesday) will be devoted 
to a selection from Handel's other works. Some idea of 
the gigantic nature of the undertaking may be realised 
when we state that the number of executants engaged 
will fall little short of four thousand. The dates of the 
performances are fixed for Monday, 26th June, Wednesday 
28th June, and Friday 30th June. 

We understand that, Mr. and Mrs. German Reed's 
entertainment, " The Rival Composers," and " The Bard 
and his Birth-day," will shortly be withdrawn, to make 
room for a novelty from the pen of the same author, Mr. 
William Brough. " The Soldier's Legacy " and " Too 
many Cooks" continue to be represented every Tuesday 
and Thursday morning. We believe that " Jessy Lea" 
or " The Sleeping Queen," with " Too many Cooks," 
will in future be represented every Saturday evening. 

Mr. Charles Salaman's Lectures on Italian, English, 
and German Opera, given at the Hull Royal Institution, 
have been exceedingly successful. The voeal illustrations 
by Miss Eliza Hughes add much to Iheir attraction, in a 
musical point of view ; and we look forward with interest 
to the delivery of the lectures in London, which we 
understand will be during the present month. 

The Annual Festival of the Royal Society of Musicians 
is fixed to take place on the 15th irist., at the Freemasons' 
Tavern ; President of the day, His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Cambridge. We are glad to hear that there is 
every probability of this excellent Society being shortly 
amalgamated with the Royal Society of Female Musicians. 

The Islington Vocal Union gave a concert, consist- 
ing chiefly of Madrigals and Part-songs, in Barnsbury 
Hall, on Tuesday evening, the 7th ult. The pro- 
gramme included Mendelssohn's " Hear my prayer," 
Wilbye's "Sweet honey- sucking bees," Walmisley's 
"Sweet flowers," several Part-songs for male voices, 
and a few songs, including Bishop's " Bid me discourse," 
Balfe's " Excelsior," &c. The soloists were Miss Fanny 
Hemming. Miss Rycroft, Mrs. Hancock, and Mr. G. T. 
Smith. Mr. James Robinson conducted. 

On the 13th ult. a concert was given by Mr. Paul 
Jerrard, organist of St. Paul's, Lorrimore Square, at the 
Walworth Institution, to a very large and fashionable 
audience.
